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AIN. Sometimes it pelted. 
hitting the puddles with a 
small relentless “ plop ”; 
sometimes it drizzled, a 
drenching, interminable 
drizzle that turned every- 
thing to a slaty grey and left you 
floundering and cursing helplessly. 

It soaked through my thread- 
bare uniform and my worn boots 
It dripped down my neck and 
trickled along my arms. My eyes 
were inflamed, my throat was 
sore: my feet were ulcered. and 
my stomach seemed to be shaking 
hands with my spine. 

For four days they had given us 
no food. 

We were in a large field. They 
had put a barbed wire fence 
round it, and in the corners sat 
and grinned at us from behind 
machine guns. 

There were 25,000 of us in that 
field. At night we slept on top of 
each other, grotesque. ungainly 
sandwiches. The idea was to get 
in the middle. If you were at the 
bottom you were fairly dry, but 
very squashed; if you were at the 
top you were not squashed but 
very wet. 

Unfortunately, the fellows at the 
top and bottom started to die, and 
it got harder and harder to find a 
middle berth. 

On the fifth day they gave us 
three dog-biscuits. On the sixth 
day they gave us three more dog- 
biscuits; and on the seventh three 
more. On the eighth day they 
moved us. 

I was surprised to find I could 
walk. But you can do a lot of 
things when somebody is pushing 
you along with a bayonet. 

The new prison was a palace! 


We no longer had to sleep in the 


mud;, pve could lie on beautiful 
cold cement. There was a roof, or 
at any rate you could see that 
there had been a roof 

All this time I was planning my 
escape 

Outside our shed was a high 
brick wall. Inside the wall was a 
disused garage full of empty petrol 
tins. Outside the wall, at night, 
paced the German sentries. 

My first step was to get a saw. 
This I obtained by bribing a work- 
man who came to the camp. My 
next step was to get into the 
garage without being observed. 
This also I managed 

There was a skylight to the 
garage, and I reached it by build- 
ing stairs by means of petrol tins 
The skylight was protected by a 
solid wooden grille. and I sawed 
through this. I replaced it loosely, 
rearranged the tins and returned 
to the shed. 


For Freedom 


My only hope was to escape 
during the two or three minutes 
of milling and confusion which 
followed the end of the evening 
roll-call. 

t was a desperate gamble. The 
only factor really in my favour 
was the gloom in the shed. 

That night, immediately after 
“break ranks.” I slipped through 
the door and raced across the yard 
to the garage I had not been 
inside tor more than thirty seconds 
when I heard a sentinel take up 
position outside the door. I could 
hear his boots creaking and the 
rattle of his rifle sling. 

Noiselessly I built up my stair-

From the roof I crawled on to 
the top of the wall, jumped, and 
started running in my stockinged 
feet, There were two barbed wire 
fences. I managed to crawl under 
them and started running again. 

My plan was to go to England 
to join General de Gaulle. First, 
however, I wished to go to Paris. 
nearly 300 miles away, to see my 
sister. 

I started walking across a wood. 
I bumped into tree trunks. 

I walked steadily for a little 
under five hours. I had not the 
faintest idea of my whereabouts. 
and rather thought that I had 
been going in circles. This proved 
to be the case, as next morning 
I found that I was only two miles 
from the camp. 

Eventually I came to a farm. 
I knocked, and an old lady 
answered. No explications were 
needed. When a Frenchwoman 
opens her door to see on the step 
a dirty. unshaven man in a tat- 
tered French uniform, she knows 
who he is. 

She gave me hot coffee and 
bread and butter. which was good, 
Better still, she gave me a peasant’s 
outfit. An old velvet jacket 
belonging to her husband gave me 
the finishing touch.

The next day I was stopped by 
a German patrol for the first 
time I do not understand their 
language. but I understood only 
too well that they wanted to see 
my papers 

I brought out my wallet. which 
contained nothing but a fifty 
franc note and mv driving licence 

I showed mv driving licence. 

It was evident that none of 
them knew what it was, but the 
photograph seemed to interest 
them. and having studied my 
features carefully.. and having 
decided that the licence really 
wes mine. they let me go.
